REPORT OF BOARD OF EDLXATION. 

Report No. 1. 

Plan of Orgaxizatiox for the Axxual Coxferexce. 

The Annual Conference Boards are auxiliarj- to the General Board 
and are required bj a provision of the Discipline — ^ 409 — to make annual 
reports to it, and have special charge of the work in their respective 
Conferences. 

We recommend tliat, in order to the carrying out of this provision — 

1. An Annual Conference Secretary of Education be appointed, 
whose duty it shall be (in connection with his regular pastoral work) to 
collect the educational statistics of the Conference for the use of the 
Conference and of the General Secretary; to receive from the pastors 
of the various charges names of the young people who should attend 
our colleges, and to furnish the same to the proper officials of these 
institutions; to receive from the General Secretary literature and other 
information tor the use of the pastors within the Conference, and to do 
such other work as he may deem advisable for the carrying out of the 
general plan of the Church within the limits of the Conference. 

2. That in each presiding elder’s district there be formed a Dis- 
trict Board of Education, to consist of eight members — four preachers 
and four laymen — from the district, who shall be appointed by the pre- 
siding elder, and to whom shall be referred all matters pertaining the 
organization, change, etc., of the schools within the district; and that 
the Treasurer of the Annual Conference shall pay out of the educational 
funds accruing to the Conference, the traveling expenses ©f the mem- 
bers of these committees to all regular and called meetings. 

3. That in each pastoral charge there shall be a local educational 
committee of three, to be chosen by the pastor from the members of 
the Quarterly Conference, and who shall attend to the educational 
matters of the Conference, bring the charge into relation with the edu- 
cational work of the Church, assist the Conference Secretary in pro- 
curing the names of young people needing an education, and co-operate 
with the Sunday School Committee in arranging local programme and 
other matters for Children’s Day exercises.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 2. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conference, Helena, Ark. 

Dear Fathers axd Brethren': We, your Committee on Educa- 

cation submit the following report;

HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

This institution of learning, which has done so much valuable work 
in educating the boys and young men ot our State, and some of other 
States, under great financial embarrassment, has now before it a brighter 
future. 

The college, through its agents and friends, has secured enough 
notes and subscriptions to discharge its indebtedness, if said notes and 
subscriptions could be exchanged for money at face value. 

We are glad to report, on the authority of the financial agent. Rev* 

G. W. Hill, that many of these notes are good and will be collected in 
the future. 

“The attendance last year was 145, representing four States and 45 
counties in Arkansas; 20 were ministers, S ministers’ children, 25 schol- 
arships, and 70 teachers. The attendance was reduced by the financial 
stringency, the World’s Fair, and a brief canvass.” 

Health was good. Religious status fair, although the number of 
conversions was less than usual. Several students were called to the 
ministry, and others volunteered for foreign mission work. 

The facultv has been changed with the exception of Prof. Burr, 
teacher of science, and men selected to fill their places from the grad- 
uates of Hendrix College who distinguished themselves at the univer- 
sities. These men are devoted to the interests of Arkansas and Hendrix 
College, and bring to us the vigor of strong manhood and the latest 
and best results of educational processses. 

The present term opened auspiciously, there being enrolled 40 per 
cent more pupils than at the opening of the preceding year. 

At present 133 are enrolled, 20 more than last year. Of these only 
25 are beneficiaries, as all scholarships except for high school graduates 
have been abolished. There are 15 ministerial students. 

We, your committee, recommend the assessment of five h.undred 
dollars ($500) upon our Conference for educational work ; also the 
sum of one hundred and forty dollars ($140) as recommended by the 
General Board, the same to be apportioned as follows: Helena Dis- 

trict, $160; • Searcy District, $140.80: Jonesboro District, $140.80; 

Newport District, $120.40; Batesville District, $96. 

We recommend the re-election ot Rev. Z. T, Bennett as trustee of ' 

Hendrix College; also his election as financial agent to co-operate with 
Rev. G. W. Hill. 

GALLOWAY COLLEGE. . ’f] 

This institution of learning has had unprecedented success from its 1 

very beginning. 

The year ending in June was not an exception, as catalogue will 
show a larger patronage from the several Conferences of the State than 
ever before. 

Some improvements have been made in and about the college, such i 

as electric lights, natatorium, boating lake, and a two and a half story < 

frame building for the business department. The management of the j 

school is excellent, the curriculum high, and the faculty and their work j 

eminently satisfactory. 1 

The opening of the present term brought more girls and young 
ladies to the college than had been dreamed of by the most sanguine* j 

It has been a little difficult to furnish room for the boarders now in > 

chool, and there are othets knocking for admission. | 
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God has peculiarly and wonderfully blessed Galloway College. 

The health of the pupils has been remarkably good. No hearse has 
ever carried from its doors one of your daughters. Some have been 
sick it is true, but have recovered. 

The spiritual status of the college has been very gratifying. Many 
have been converted, and one or two have resolved to go as missionaries 
into foreign fields. 

The financial condition of the school has not materially changed, 
apart from the various and valuable improvements already referred to in 
this report. The unroofing of the college building by a storm in July, 
i 8 q 3 , made it necessary to expend a sum of one thousand dollars 
($i,ooo) in purchasing material and putting on a new roof. 

A recommendation from this Board was passed by our last Annual 
Conference in session at Jonesboro, Ark., calling attention to the dam- 
ages and expenses caused by the storm, and asking for a subscription to 
meet this “storm debt.” Thus far only $25.50 has been raised and paid 
in for that purpose. 

We recommend that the amount of money raised on Children’s 
Day in the different charges of this Conference now on hand, be and is 
hereby donated to Galloway College, to be applied on storm debt. (See 
Disc., par. 248.) 

[Amended, to be donated to Hendrix College.] 

We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. Jno. H. Dye to the 
presidency of Galloway College. 

We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. Sidney H. Babcock to 
the presidency of Searcy College. 

We recommend the election of Rev. M. M. Smith and Dr. Jno. H. 
Dye as members of the Board of the Methodist Institute of the three 
Conferences, to serve one and two years respectively.

2. We deplore the lack of foresight, if not of loyalty, on the part 
of those brethren who fetter the Epworth League work, by either open 
antagonism thereto or inert neglect of its claims on their attention. 
Experience has demonstrated that the pastor has no ally more helpful 
than a well organized and fully trained and equipped Epworth League. 

3. The wisdom of the late General Conference, in providing a 
Secretary and organ for that great movement, is already manifest in the 
wide circulation of the paper, and in the multiplication of Chapter^ 

4. We regret profoundly the recent editorial utterance of the 
•worth Era, in which the names of bishops and saloonkeepers were linked 
together as working common cause in a given direction, and of which 
liverance w'e wish to express our emphatic disapproval. But we are 

to note the withdrawal of the offensive utterance, and we recommend the 
Era to the patronage of our people, and we would urge them to organ- 
ize Chapters wherever possible, and get in touch and sympathy with 
this great movement of the Church.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conference. 

We, your Committee on Memoirs, would submit the following re- 
port: 

Rev. John Rhyne was born in Lee county, N. C., February 16, 1S21,. 
and died in Booneville, Logan county, Ark., July 25, 1S94. He was 
licensed to preach when about 30 years of age, at Wesley Chapel, — Jno. 
Cowl, P. E., John J. Pitman, P. C. He was admitted into the Arkansas 
Conference at Camden, November, 1S51 ; was ordained deacon Novem- 
ber 20, 1S53, at Tulip, Ark., by Bishop James O. Andrews; ordained 
elder, October 28, 1855, by Bishop Geo. F. Pierce. Served the Waldron 
Circuit 1S52, Lewisburg Circuit 1S53, Little Rock Circuit 1S54, Po- 
cahontas Station 1S55, Jacksonport Station 1856-7, Fayetteville Station 
1858, Searcy Station i860; received a superannuated relation in the Fall 
of 1861. Was appointed to Fort Smith in 1862, but was unable to go. 
His last work as an effective preacher was at Searcy, 1867 and 1868. He 
was afterwards Bible Agent for the A. B. S., 1869, ’70 and ’71. 

Bro. Rhyne was married to Miss Hattie J. Neely of White county,. 
Ark., February 10, 1864. God gave them two children to bless and 
brighten their home— one of whom is still living (Mrs. Jane Cochran of 
Booneville) — the other with the mother, who only lived about five 
years, preceded him to the rest of the good, where they were watching 
and waiting to welcome him home. 

He was married ist of June, 1S70, to Miss E. A. Neely (half sister 
of his first wife), with whom he spent the remainder of his days. 

His preaching: He was a man of more than ordinary gifts, 

and in the days of vigor his preaching was attended with great power. 
In his last days he had the ministry of loving hearts and gentle hands, 
and through the valley of death we trust the Great Shepherd was with 
him.
